/Editor Bulletin: 

Sir.—In reference to the report of 
Typhoid fever at Alberta Beach the 
facts are as follows: 

Four citizens of Edmonton iired 
at Alberta Beath Camp for from 9 
days to one month and the ta‘e of 
| development of the Typho!ld symptoms 
in each case is weil within the incuba- 
tion of the disease, leaving tlle poe- 
stpility of evading the fact that the di- 
sense Was ¢ “iracte1 whils res tent at 
Alberta Beach. Three of these citizens 
are at present recovering at the Royal 
Alexandra hospital the 4th, unfortun- 
ately died at her home on the 16th of 
Aueust 

There may have been cases of Typ- 
hoid fever at the village of Lac St. 
Anne five miles west, but if so they 
would be reported to the Provincial 
Health Department only, not being re- 
sidents of the city 

The Provincial Medical officer of 
Health informs me that 3 out of 4 
| wells examnined were found to be pol- 
lluted, and that none have been O.K'd 
‘by the Goverfment Inspector as stat- 
ed 


It is not at all remarkable that after 
the hot and dry season we have had, 
ja few cases of vacation Typhoid shoutd 
develop, among the campers at the

jordinary that there has not been a 
larger outbreak, and quite possibly 
as the campers return to their homes 
jin the next few weeks, more caves of 
the disease will begin to appear, as

|23 days, after awallowing the germs. 
| Whether the wells are O.K'd by a

do so. The simple expedient of boil- 
jing all well water used for domestic 
| purposes, will make a vacation spent

In my opinion all summer resorts 
jshould be subjected to regular inespec-

| The Comptroller says or the 
month of July it is satisfactory to re 
port a combined net surplus, inclusive 
of capital and depreciation charges 
of $ 854.33 as compared with a de 
ficit for that month of last year of 
$1,993.62. 

“The gross earnings for the seven 
months ending 8ist July amounted to 
$1,148,314.40, while operation and 
maintenance expenditures were $618,- 
526.92, showing a surplus on opera- 
tion of $529,787.48 as compared with 
$468,426.84 for the same period of 
last year, and after d icting capital 
and depreciation charges, there 
net surplus on all the utilities, in - 
sive of the deficit on the street rail-
